On the 15th December 1933 Sir Ernest Holderness 
informed us that he had received letters from Ellen 
Wilkinson and Mr. D.N-+ Pritt urging that Otto KATZ 
should be allowed here for a further gession of the 
Legal Commission on the Reichstag Fire. Sir Ernest 
was anxious to know whether we were prepared to waive 
our objections. 


Captain Liddell saw Sir Ernest Holderness and Mr. 
Maxwell and informed them that from M.I.5's point of view 
if exception was to be taken at all to visits tothis 
country by foreign Communists, Otto KATZ was about as bad 
&@ case as could be found. He was closely associated with 
Willi MUNZENBERG and in fact was being used as a cover for 
MUNZENBERG's correspondence, sent by Lord MARLEY and others 
from this country. 


We had evidence to show that KATZ, on his previous visits 
to this country, had always got in touch with members of 
the Communist Party, and in view of the presence here of the 
International Secretariat of the League against Imperialism 
which had been transferred from Germany, and of KATZ's 
previous associations with this body, we thought that it was 
highly probable that he would be bringing instructions of one 
kind or another. We therefore regarded his visits here as 
extremely undesirable. 


Mr. Maxwell thought that agitation here againstthe 
Reichstag Trial had probably done the German Communists more 
harm than good. On the other hand he thought that as the 
Legal Commission had been previously allowed to hold its 
sessions here, it would be difficult to exclude important 
witnesses from its final session. He and Sir Ernest also though 
that questions would be asked in the House and that 
representations might be received from Mr. Lansbury and 
Mr. Arthur Henderson . Captain Liddell said that as far as 
M.I.5. were concerned, there was no objection to the Secretary 
of State telling the House exactly who KATZ was and giving the 
names of the organisations which he represented. These had 
been bannedby the Labour Party at their Conference at 
Hastings, and branded in the "Communist Solar System". Mr. 
Maxwell did not think these arguments would be very effective 
with the Labour Party. They would merely say that they knew 
all about these organisations etc. etc., but that they were 
sufficiently broad-minded to allow free access to this 
country for their enemies. 


It was agreed that Sir Ernest Holderness should put up 
a minute to the Under Secretary of State, but the result 
was a #oregone conclusion.
